The  state  of  public  business  now  enables  me  to 
release  you  from  further  attendance  in  this  Assembly. 

I desire  to  express  my  acknowledgment  for  the 
careful  attention  which  you  have  bestowed  upon  the 
several  measures  suggested  for  your  consideration, 
and  I am  persuaded  that  those  to  which  I have  as- 
sented will  contribute  to  promote  the  best  interests  of 
the  Province.
